As you know, there has 
recently been much 
discussion as to whether an 
F grade should be im- 
plemented at BCC. If this is 
passed, the NC grade will be 
replaced with an F. An F 
grade would have to be taken 
over (as is an NC) and it 
would remain on the 
student’s transcript. 
However, upon taking a 
course over, the F would not 
be figured into the GPA. 

If he gets a higher grade 
upon taking it over, that 
grade is counted instead of 
the F. However, the F still 
remains on the transcript. 
An NC must be taken over, 
but the NC does not remain 
on the transcript. 

He also added that he does

not think it is fair to give a 
student who takes a course 
just for the sake of learning 
an F that would remain on 
the transcript. 

Gary Smith, Vice 
President of Student Affairs, 
favors the NC. “Personally I 
am satisfied with the NC.” 
He feels it is the best system 
for an open community 
college. Students. of all 
backgrounds come to_ this 
college. Some _ people, 
coming here may need some 
courses in reading or 
writing. Without these 
courses, these people would 
be unable to pass at college 
level. ‘“‘Why should we 
continue pounding in the fact 
that they’re failing?’ Mr. 


Smith feels that’ a com- 
munity college should meet 
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the needs of everyone. “‘I 
would like to see Broome 
Community College stress 
success instead of failure.’’ 

On the other side of the 


‘fence, Mr. Jerry Ryan, Dean 


of Academic Services, 
supports the F_ grade. 
However, he also concerns 
himself with four points. “If 
a student can-try again 
(after receiving an F) if F’s 
are not given in courses out 
of a student’s curriculum, if 
a student is dismissed after 
one year, instead of one 
term, and with the 11-week 
liberal withdraw system.” 

One area that the F may 
affect is on the financial aid 
students . A student cannot 


receive financial aid 


(BEOG, TAP) if he fails to 
make academic progress 
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Mr. Ryan does not agree 


~that the F grade will raise 


college standards, He also 
feels that an NC on a trah- 
script would raise questions 
from a four-year college 
admissions board, just as an 
F would, — 

After speaking with three 
faculty members on the 
subject, the result was that 
two favored the current NC 
policy and one favored the F 
grade proposal. 

Mr. Charles Croll favors a 
non-punitive NC grading 
system. He stressed that for 
1% years he researched the 
effect of several grading 
policies. Research supported 
the fact that non-punitive 
success-oriented lead to 
success. 

Mr. Croll personally feels 
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that not enough research has 
been put into the newly 
proposed F' policy. 

Asked about the F grade 
raising college stafards, he 
replied that the current NC 
policy had taken care of that. 
“Before the NC policy was in 
force, the GPA to graduate 
was about 1.06. Now, since a 
student can receive an NC 
that does not affect his GPA, 
he.must have a 2.0 average 
to graduate. 

To further support his 
opinion, Mr. Croll asks the 
question: “Why should we 
discourage the work of a 
student by giving an F.” He 
explained, “for instance two 
students enrolled in the 
same course and both 
Students receive F’s; one 
student never comes to 
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class, you know, hangs out in 
the Union and plays cards, 
while the other student 
comes to class and works 
very hard, but just does not 
do well. If that is the case; 
the hard-working student 
might think ‘I could have 
played cards too if I knew 
I'd get an F,’ ” 


Another point he brought 
up was the fact that an F 
grade remains on the 
student’s transcript. He 
must also take it over. 


On Thursday, February 8, 
a meeting of the college 
senate will take place to 
determine how the campus 
will be canvassed. Presently 
it is suspected that only full 
time faculty will be can 
vassed. 
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Some interesting 
questions and situations 
were uncovered in trying to 
investigate the T.A.P. 
Situation at B.C.C.. To start 
with, let’s consider separate 
cases of students whose 
T.A.P. has not worked. 


CASE No.l. Student A, 
now a senior, applied for 
T.A.P. at the beginning of his 
freshman year. He received 
a letter informing him he 
had qualified for, and would 
receive, T.A.P. He never 
did, and ended up paying his 
own tuition and expenses. He 
decided not to bother ap 
plying for T.A.P. the 
following semester. He 


received a letter next fall: 
telling him he still qualified 
for T.A.P. if he wanted to 
reapply . . (A sad-case), 
CASE No. 2. Student B, 
also a senior, applied for 
T.A.P. in the summer of 1978 
for the fall 78—spring 79 
school year. The financial 
aid office recommended she 
apply. She applied as an 
independent because she had 
not appeared on her parent’s 
tax forms for the previous 
three years. Two weeks 
before fall semester T.A.P. 
returned her forms saying 
they couldn’t process her as 
an independent. Con- 


siderable time and effort 
was spent by her parents to 


prove she had not appeared 
as a dependent on her 
parent’s tax forms. The 
applications were re-filed. 
The student was forced to 
pay her tuition, due to the 
inflexible F.A. office policy, 
and wait for T.A.P. Two 
weeks after classes resumed 
she received notice she 
would get $350.00 for both 
semesters and that B.C.C. 
would reimburse her. That 
was six months ago! Since 
then, the Financial Aid office 
has given her the run around 
claiming they “Can't do a 
thing” while she will be 
faced with paying off a loan 
if someone doesn’t give her 
the money she is owed.

and B.E.0.G. She stood in 
line for hours, got an I.D., 
pre-registered, and then 
registered. She went to the 
F.A. table and was told she 
had noT.A.P. at Broome and 
would have to take out a loan 
and be back that day or she 
would be deregistered. It 
was 2:50 in the afternoon. 
Now, altogether children, 
when do the banks close? 
That’s right! Three o’clock. 
The particular Financial Aid 
Staff member she talked to 
was unmoved by _ the 
situation. Perhaps his mind 
was on the next theatre 
production he would be in. 
He has plenty of time for 
them, anyway. Instead of 
prancing around stage, he 


should have researched the’ 


rudiments of his job. Student 
D found out from the Dean of 
her department as well as 
the people in the Financial 
Aid office in Wales that she 
could receive a_ deferral 
paper, although she still had 
to apply for a loan and give 
evidence she ahd applied by 
the next day. She was told 
when T.A.P. came in (which 
it still hasn’t) she would be
